THE REVENUES.OF THE STATE.

The tetal revonucs of the State and
counties for the flscal year commenc-
ing November 1, 1883, was about $2,-
089,000, of which about 81,936,000 was
raiscd by taxation, and $153,000 from
phosphate royalty, Tho collection of
the taxes was unusoally fall and satis-
factory, nearly 98 per cent. of the
aesessed Btate tax having been colleet-
ed, and nearly 86 por cent, having baen
pa d.alp the treasury. The net re-
ceipt 1or each mill levied was 815,000,
being an imcrease of $4,000 over the
preceding year, and $25,000 over the
year 1878-79,  The taxes for the fiscal
yoar 1884-85 are now being collected,
aml‘li‘lre&senult cannot, therefore, be
reported. The lovy amounts to $1,-
831,494, divided as follows: For State,
$841,526; for counties, $677,148, and
fo:ilqchog?s, $312,820, not Including
polls.

It is estimated (hat it will requive
$403,000 to meet the ordinary ex-
penses of the Government for the fiscal
yoar 18885-80, and $391,000 to pay the
These
amounts will be increased by such
additional appropriations as nay be
required by legislation, and will be
decronsed by the phosphate royalty
and any surplus that may remain in
the treasuny.” As these amounts are.
contingeitt, and consequently anknown
he necessary lovy can only be defer-'
mined when the General Assembly
prepares the annual supply bill.

THE PHOSPHATE ROYALTY.

Tho phosphato royalty for the yenr
ending 30 Septembar, 1835, amount
ing to $176,244.41, has been collected
in full—being the largest suin yet cov-
ered into tho treasury from this source.
The yiold for the year ending 30 Scp-
tamber, 1886, will probably not exceed
$1560,000.

DISANLED SOLDIERS.

Commenting upon the recommenda-
tion ofthe Comptroller, that $30,000 an-
nually be appropriated for a pension
of $30 each to disabled soldiers, the
Governor says: ‘““The State can never
fully disechargo'her obligations to the
bravel men who, in obedience to lher
Cliry hiave Batfered crﬁl&‘@"} injury in
hoeslth or in limb; but she“En0ut coir-
tribute, if possible, to the alleviation
of the , wants of such of them as are
without the means of support, and are
incapacitated for mannal labor by
reason of disabilitios incurred in the
discharge of duty. While those who
can claim this recognition of sorvices
to the State diminish in number each
year, the inflrmitics of the survivors,

The varions educational institntions
of the Btate are in a flourishing con-
tion.

The State Military Academy now
hns four elasees, the full number pro-
vided for in the course of instruction,
and during the coming voar it will
send forith ite first clase of graduates
since its reorganization in October,
1882.  There are now 206 stadents at
the Henth Carolina College, and it is
likely that the numb:r will reach 230
shortly. The presen) attendance is the
largest since the war, In concluding
his remarks on the College, the Gov-
ernor euys: “The leading States of
the Northwest and our sister Common-
wealths of the Bouth are rapidly build-
ing np their institutions of higher
learning. North Carolina has recently
strengthened her university by largely
incrénded appropriations and by the

TAE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE,

The annual report of the department
of agriculture for 1885 includes tho ve-
ports of the commissioncr, the chemist,
the special assistant in the phosphate
department and the superintendent of
tisheries, These rveports furnish de-
Lailetl statemeuts of the operations for
the year, showivg the varied and im-
portant duties with which the de-
partment is chavgoed.

The vegular work of the department
has been fully equal to that of previons
years, and much of the time of the
commissioner and  his assistants Las
been given to the State's exhibit at tle
World’s Tndustrial and Cotton Centeu-
nial Exposition.  This exhibit was
made by dirvection of the Legisluture,
and represented the natural resourees
and manufactured products  of the
State.  The commissioner makes a
tull veport, showing the extent and
character of the exhibition, and the
results likely to follow from it.  lle
thiuks there is a strong probability ol
the establishment of direct trade ‘rela-
tions with Japan, in exchange of phos-
phate vock for ammoniating sub-
stances, 8o extensively used by South
Carolina manufacturers of  fertiliz-
ers; that the sales of fertilizers manu-
fuctured Jhere will Lo largely i
creased 3 (hat” e~ fgricnltural {ivan-
tages of the State, as shown by the
products displayed, will atteact the
better elags of furmers and laborers;
that the mineral resources, as shown
by the specimens exhibited, will re-
ceive the attention of investors and
practical miners; that the splendid
water power and forestry ol Souch

Jarolina, so thoroughly advertised a
the Exposition, and now better known
than ever before, will interest eapital-
ists, and that the trade of our cotton
manufactures will bn extended. The
Japanese commissioner and experts in
wine growing and other industries
have already visited the State, and the
fuvorable impressions formed justif
the expectation of good results {rom
their investigations.

The statistics compiled by the de-
partment show the steady agriculturni
progress of the State. In the staple
crops there is a gradual increase in
production, and ench year shows great-
er inerense in the use ol laborv-naving
machinery, and in the number and
value of improved breeds oflive stock,

The board of agriculture has en-
couraged experimenta in (obuceo cul
ture, snd will take such steps as are
neecessary (o establish vegnlar experi
ment stations as soon a8 the fands of
the department. will permit,

The department has a well-cquipped
chiemical laboratory, and is prepured
to undertake analysis of fertilizers,
minerals, &c., for farmers and others.
The building contains the .
Gie e
"Inboratory andt n large hall for agricui-
tural conventions.  The specimens ex-
hibited at the Cotton Exposition were
lent to the Agrienltural Society ol
South Carolina for: the Charleston Ix-
position ; they will be returned to the
department bailding in Colnmbin, and
will form the nuclens for a permancent
museum,
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CONCLUSION.

In clozing his message the Governor
goys: “In conclusion, I invoke yvonr
attention to the responsible duaties for
which vou are now assembled, with
the sincerve wish and the confident hope
that your Inbors may be wisely direct-
ed to the advancement of* the best in-
terests of the people.!’

of the various, exvcwdingly  poor,
crecping plants ealled Jupan elover,
which inelude several kinds ot Lespe-
dezee, 'These old Aelds sre searred
with gullies, o washes, caused by the
heavy vains, which looscn the fine red
elay and carry it down the slopes.

The enthusiastic advoeates of  ensi-
lage, havegnecmplished one good thing
—they have shown the value of Tndian
cornas a fodider crop. Those of ns
who have no silos, must continue to
use tne old method of deying and pre-
serving the fodder. The silo  adds
nothing to the value of the fodder. In
other words, we may get out of the

silo all the food that goes in, bt no
more,  And so with the deied corn
fodder. We may so cure and dry the

corn Bo a8 to retain all
there is in it.

On the other haud, we canloose not-
riment in thoe silo, from excessive fer-
mentation and otherwise; and we can
very easily loso equaily as much, from
exposure of the drying or dried fodder
to rain, or from mold in the bundles,
shocka or in stacks.
In fact, I have never vel Been able
to stack corn fodder, or to keop it in
bulk in tho bay for auy length of
time, without considevable injury  and
logs,

In my experlonce, thoe most ccone-
mical way of raising and caring con
fodder is, Jfirst, to sow early on good
land, in rows wide enongh apart (o
adm‘t the use of the horse-hoe or cul-
tivator. Becond, fo keep the Jaud
